WASHINGTON—(AP)—Jockeying among economic groups to 


keep abreast of each other is leading toward "national bankruptcy" .in 
the opinion of industry members o fthe Wage Stabilization Board. 


Their girm warning on sky- 


rocketing inflation came yester- 
day, as the government's living- 
cost index hit a new all-time high 
and a nationwide food chain, Safe- 
way Stores, Inc., moved to get 
higher 
price ceilings 
on 
key 


grocery items. 


The wage board's industry mem- 


bers went along w\th the board's 
labor And public members in ap- 
proving a regulation allowing em- 
ployers to give automatic pay 
raises when living costs climb. 


Ruling Necessary 


The industry members said the 


ruling 
was 
necessary 
because 


fanners, manufacturers, distribu- 
tors and retailers now generally 
all get upward revisions in prices 
as the economy changes, by var- 
ious "escalation" techniques such 
as the operation of parity for the 
farmer. . 


(Parity, is a pricing formula de- 


§igned to give farmers a fair 
price for their products. It shifts 
every month with the cost of the 
things farmers have to buy). 


Point Out Danger* 


"However," the industry mem- 


bers warned "it must be pointed 
out that escalator arrangements 
are not based on sound, economic 
principles and can quickly lead to 


dangers." Thoy added: 


"Putting all workers, manu- 


factures, farmers and merchants 
on escalation may easily prove the 
first step to national bankruptcy. 


"It resembles the kind of self- 


generating and rapidly-compound- 
ing inflation that at first adjusts 
the value of the wage dollar every 
six months, then every three 
months, then every month, then 
weekly, then dally—as we have 
seen happen in other countries. 


Roller Will Explode 


"Inevitably the (economic) boil- 


er is going to explode if every 
group keeps trying to get ahead 
of every other and we will enter 
into a mad and ruinous race to 
our national economic downfall." 


In Detroit, President Walter P. 


Reuther of the CIO United Auto 
Workers also sounded a note of 
warning. He said hig union did not 
view continued price wage In-

"It simply reflects continued 


inflation, which congress is still 
unwilling to check.

midway between

border and the North Korean capi- 
tal of Pyongyang. The Sabres shot 
down two MIGs. 


No Sabres were reported lost 


in either action. 


Last night's fight occurred when 


tho 40 MIGs tried to Interfere 
with a strike by B-29a on Stn- 
anju'n rail yards. 


Allied fliers last night pounced 


on Red convoys clogging the main 
highways north and northwest of 
the truce city of Kaesong. 


They reported they destroyed or

Finishing Vnpainted Pieces Work, But Fun 


Lots of people are buying un- 


paintcd furniture these days for 
kitchens, 
game 
rooms, 
dining 


rooms, dens, and even for living 
rooms when they feel they can do 
a finishing job that will look as if 
it belonged. 


For simple utilitarian purposes, 


of course, a couple of coats of good 
enamel, applied after a careful job 
of sanding, will do the trick. Paint 
will even serve for living room or 
den, for instance, if you take a 
nicely-designed end table and fin- 
ish it in solid, glossy black. 


Take* Some Work 


There's no reason, however, why 


you can't make good unpainted 
furniture look as good as other 
furniture around the house that 
was bought already finished. It 
akes some work—careful work, 
oo—but it's worth it. 


First, pick the color stain you 


want to use. Water stains are cas- 
est for the amateur to handle and 
ty faster than oil stain's. Before 
ou begin staining, you'll have the 
vood nice and smooth by rubbing 
: down with No. 00 steel wool and 
hen No. 00 sandpaper. Dust the 
vood carefully, then apply the 
tain quickly with a wide, well- 
oaded brush to avoid streaking. If 
t's too light, try a second coat. 


The simplest finish, after the 
tain is dry, is to put on two or 
hree coats of varnish or white 
hellac, rubbing down with No. 00 
teel wool or sandpaper lightly be- 
wecn each coat. 


Hamlrub With Wax 


Then handrub with paste wax 


or the final polish. Varnishes 
ome in a gloss or dull finish; rub- 
ing carefully with'steel wool (for 
emi-dull> or powdered pumice 
and oil (for flat) will take the 
ligh sheen off shellac. 


French polishing will give you 


he finest job of all—long lasting, 


Home Finishing of Furniture 
Is Easier With These Items 


with the suiface of fine period 
furniture. After staining 
(with 


water stain only) you put on white 
shellac—thinned to water-like con- 
sistency—and applied with a soft 
lintless cloth in rapid, straight 
strokes. 


When the first coat is dry, sand 


and put on additional coats until a 
light glow appears. Now add sev- 
eral diops of oil to the thin shellac 
—boiled linseed oil or pure olive 
oil—and shift to a rotary motion. 
Add a little more oil with each 
coat until you have a deeply glow- 
ing finish. 


Dip and Rub 


A simpler version of French 


polishing is called dip-and-rub. 


You apply one thin coat of shellac 
to set the stain and sand it down. 
Then get a couple of saucers; put 
pure turpentine in one, white shel- 
lac (4-pound cut) in the other. 
Roll a cloth into a pad, dip it fi'Sf- 
into the turps, then into the shW- 
lac, and rub it into the wood with a 
rotary motion. About four or five 
coats of this will give you a rich 
soft gloss. If you want a still 
higher polish, wait 18 hours and 
then rub some more with the cloth 
dipped in nothing but linseed oil. 


None of these is a simple after- 


noon chore like slapping on a coat 
of enamel. But you'll have some- 
thing to be proud of long after 
your arm- stops aching. 
* 


Use Two Hands 
To Speed Home 
Cleaning Tasks 


Let the left hand know what 


he right hand is doing! Use both 
lands when houseleaninp. Home 
conomists say many chores can 
ie done quicker and with less 
han normal effort if two hands 
nstead of only one are used for 
outine cleaning. 


Even such a simple job as win- 


low washing can be simplified by 
he two-handed technique. Wet a 
window pane with a cloth or 
ponge held in the left hand and 


wipe it dry with a squeegee held 
in the right hand. 


Keep Both Busy 


Of course, for left-handed per- 


sons, the technique is reversed. 
The important point is to keep 
both hands busy. 


This system works 
especially 


well when floors, walls and pieces 
of furniture are being cleaned. 
Cleaning- liquid can 
be applied 


with a cloth held in one hand and 
removed with a cloth held in the 
other hand. 


When soap and water is used 


to clean wood surfaces, it is al- 
most vital to use two hands; in 
fact, it would be helpful to have 
a third hand. 


This is because soap and water 


can damage wood if it.isn't used 
sparingly and removed quickly.

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Real Effort to Free Oatis Goes 


on Behind the Scenes 


Czechoslovakia's imprisonment of A. P. Correspondent; 


William Oatis on trumped-up spy charges has stirred an un- 
derstandably great sense of outrage in America. We are 
weary of having our citizens victimized to serve the Commu- 
nists' propaganda aims. 


What can we do about it? 
The problem really has two aspects. The first is how to 


free Oatis. .The second is how to forestall repetition of tnese 
fake spy charges against other innocent Americans. Here 
we'll discuss the Oatis case. In a following editorial we'll 
look at the other phase. 


To begin with, for the Reds' purposes, the particular in- 


dividual is not important. In this instance it happens to be 
Oatin. But it could have been Dana Adams Schmidt of the 
New York Times, except that he fled Czechoslovakia on a 
tip he was marked for arrest. 
• 
•

The seized individual is valuable to the Reds chiefly as a 


symbol. He's a symbol of Western "plotting" against the 
Communist world, and is thus vcitimized as a dramatic ex- 
ample to Iron Curtain peoples that they are circled by ene- 
mies. Furthermore, since he is a member of the dwindling 
Western rear guard beyond the Curtain, harsh treatment not 
only discredits the West but helps discourage others like him 
from remaining within the hostile Red camp and gathering 
information.

But inasmuch as the man himself is unimportant, that 


means any specific person can be bargained for. Once he 
has been convicted and imprisoned, the Reds' main goal is 
achieved. It was thus with Robert Vogeler in Hungary. 
Thereafter the Communists' chief thought was to get some- 
thing in return for his release. 


In the Vogeler case we did not have to pay a heavy price. 


Virtually all we gave the Hungarians in exchange for Vogeler 
was the removal of restrictions we had imposed in direct re- 
taliation for his seizure. • 
• 
• 


Up to now we have not dealt any comparable retaliation 


to Czechoslovakia. We must resort to some such pressure 
tactics soon if we are to get into a shrewd bargaining posi- 
tion with the Czech Communists. Otherwise, we will have to 
pay real blackmail for Oatis' freedom. 


Secretary of State Acheson said recently "another plea 


for his release has just been made to the Czech government. 
But as in the Vogeler case, such pleas are merely the ex- 
ternal evidences of the government's efforts to effect release. 


The real job is a quiet, subtle, painstaking labor of apply- 


ing pressures which can be traded off in the bargaining nego- 
tiations. In the nature of these delicate operations, they can- 
not have much publicity. It might prove ruinous. One in- 
formed source says Vogeler's release was delayed five months 
by premature leaks about negotiations in progress. 
• 
• • 


But Americans are impatient. They are not disposed to 


stand idly by while Oatis is being subjected to the terror of 
a Red prison. To them, every day he spends in Communist 
hands is a bad day. 


Consequently, the State Department should make thor- 


oughly clear to all that the hard work of bargaining for 
Oatis' freedom is going constantly forward without rest. And 
it should proceed with the greatest dispatch to impose upon 
Czechoslovakia restrictive measures which are a just retali- 
ation for his unwarranted imprisonment. 


Other possibly more sweeping restrictions aimed at pre- 


venting recurrence of the Vogeler-Oatis pattern must await 
solution of this case. We must remember that the Czechs 
have this man, and while they do he is always in danger. 
That is a strong bargaining point. 


To get Oatis free we must match that point in strength, 


and we must avoid anything which might hamper his release. 
You don't shoot a kidnaper before he turns over his victim.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Senator 


Jenner 
(R-Ind) 
denounced the 


proposed Japanese peace treaty 
today as "a fraud and a booby- 
trap." He said it may open the 
way for eventual Russian control 
of Asia. 


Jenner told the senate the treaty

I Elimination of Rabies, 


Most Important Project 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


About seventy years ago Louis 


Pasteur, the f a m o u s 
French 


scientist, carried out his experi- 
ments on the dread hydrophobia 
or rabies. Up to then tragic and 
horrible deaths from dog or wolf 
bites occurred all too frequently 
and nothing could be done about 
it. 


Pasteur's crucial studies are 


frightening even now. In one of 
them he and two assistants drag- 
ged a mad bull dog, foaming at 
the mouth, from its cage and 
collected some of this animal's 
saliva by drawing it into a glass 
tube, the other end of which was 
held between Pasteur's lips. 


But this saliva contained the 


virus which causes rabies and Pas- 
teur worked on it until he had 
something which he thought would 
do as a vaccine. 


After several years the time of 


trial came and one can only imag- 
ine the agony which Pasteur must 
have suffered in trying to decide 
whether he should use this vaccine 
for the first time. The patient was 
a nine-year-old Alsatian boy who 
had been bitten two days before 
by a rabid dog. 


The poor child had received 


fourteen bites and was in great 
pain. He was surely doomed to 
horrible death if nothing could 


be done. The boy, Joseph Meister , ) 
was given the vaccine and re- 
covered, the first in a long line of 
those who have been saved. 


But the problem of rabies has 


not yet been solved. The disease 
is present in cats, farm animals, 
foxes, and particularly dogs. It 
is rabies in dogs which causes the 
greatest concern, not only because 
these animals are the ones most 
likely to bite and infect human 
beings but rabies is also a serious ',\ 
illness for the dogs themselves. 


This situation apparently can be 


licked, however, by a combination 
of vaccinating dogs, quarantine 
and other measures. 


80,000 VACCINE SHOTS 


Approximately 30,000 people are 


given rabies vaccine in the United 
States each year and this treat- 
ment is uncomfortable, expensive, 
time-consuming, and not complete- ft 
ly free of risk. 


The treatment Is surely worth- 


while for those who have been 
definitely bitten on the bare skin 
or through torn clothing by an 
animal which is definitely 
in- 


fected but It Is not a procedure 
to be taken lightly. For these 
reasons the climinntion of rabiei 
in dogs, and so far as possible in 
other animals, i» something to 
strive for.

ing, and that it is more prevalent 
in small towns than is generally 
known.

New York a wise and experienced 
observer of these cases is th« 
chief probation officer, Miss Dor- 
ris Clarke. 
She starts by clear- 


ing away two misconceptions:

young people become 


addicts through 
ignorance. "A 


typical statement by 
adolescent 


addicts is that they are fully aware 
of the dangers of addiction, but 
consider themselves too smart to 
get caught," she says. 


2, That plain youthful curios- 


ity was the cause: "These typical 
addicts will frequently deny that 
they took drugs the first time 
purely out of curiosity. They will 
say others they know started on 
drugs fully knowing the effects." 


Many Are Escapists 


Miss Clarke added: 
"Many said they are fully aware 


that they are escapists that they 
take drugs because they are un- 
happy or lonely."

ber of very young addicts mention- 
ed the name of well-known fig- 
ures In the entertainment world 
In relating their own stories. 


"If it's all right for a big shot 


like that, why isn't it all right 
for me?" they asked. 


Increases Crime 


As the 
drug 
habit spreads 


among young people, it brings an 
inevitable by-product — the in- 
crease in crime by 
adolescents 


and young adults— law enforce- 
ment officers said. 


Narcotics experts know that 


the habit creates an intense psy- 
chological as well as 
physical 


craving. 
So do the 
peddlers. 


When the drug addict is desperate, 
he'll do anything to get it. 


Miss Clarke said that facilities 


for the care of drug addicts are 
meagre. 
Moreover, the best ef- 


forts at effecting a cure frequent- 
ly fail completely. Some youth- 
ful 
dope-users are committed, 


again and again, to institutions. 
Thev may be hopeless cases. 


A" tremendous effort is being 


made, through education, vigi- 
lance, and repeated warnings, to 
prevent more young people from 
becoming victims of the habit. 


The experts are not very opti- 


mistic.

to Kaesong if the Reds give the 
word. 


Ridgway's reply, in tone and 


content, came as no surprise to 
observers here. 


They said he could hardly apolo- 


gize for incidents he had Already 
branded as "manufactured in ad- 
vance." 


Nor, the observers added, can 


the Reds accept the blast as the 
"satisfactory" answer 
they de- 


manded. 


It is possible, said the observ- 


ers, the Reds will agree to con- 
tinue negotiations, and try to con- 
vince the world they are doing so 
for the sake of peace. 


Ridgway pulled no punches. 
He told the Reds: 


"Utterly False" 


"This most recent addition to 


alleged incidents so utterly false, 
so preposterous and so obviously 
manufactured for your own ques- 
tionable purposes does not, in its 
own right, merit a reply. 


"Nor do the incidents you have 


cited. When not fabricated by you 
for your own propaganda needs, 
these incidents have proven to be 
the actions of irregulars without 
the slightest connection with any 
forces or agencies under my con- 
trol. 


"The evidence in this most re- 


cent alleged violation was even 
more palpably compounded for 
your insidious propaganda pur- 
poses than your earlier efforts. 


"The allegations made in your 


several recent communications are 
rejected without qualification as 
malicious falsehoods totally with- 
out foundation in fact. 


Doesn't Care 


The feeling around Ridgway's 


headquarters was that the su- 
preme commander didn't 
care 


much one way or the other, but 
that he was pretty certain the 
Reds wanted to keep talking. 


The message was delivered to 


a Chinese liaison officer, a Col. 
Chang, at the Red outpost in Pan- 
munjom. 


South Korean Lt. Col. Lee Soo 


Yong flew there by helicopter. 


When he began speaking 
to 


Chang in English, the Red colonel 
barked "speak Korean." 


Lee snapped, "I can talk m any 


language I want to. It's up to me 
what I speak." 


Ridgway's message was in yel- 


low envelope. Lee gave this to 
Chang with these words: 


Note Delivered 


"I am ordered by Admiral Joy 


to deliver this message from Gen 
Ridgway to Kim II Sung and Peng 
Teh-Huai." 


Chang took the envelope with- 


out a word, climbed into his jeep, 
and was driven off toward Kae- 
song. 


Before Lee's arrival, AP Corre- 


spondent Robert B. Tuckman ask- 
ed Chang, "Will there by any more 
meetings?" 


Chang replied, "It's up to you.' 
Ridgway's message took care of 


that.

Western Union 
Is Granted a 
Higher Rate 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Tele- 


graph rates are going up, and 
that 10-worder which so often 
ended with "love" Is going out. 


In most cases, the exact amonut 


of the rate increases remains to 
be worked out. But the minimum 
charge will be for 15 words in- 
stead of the present 10. 


The Federal Communications 


Commission late yesterday dis- 
approved as too high proposed 
rate schedules filed by the Wes- 
tern Union Telegraph company 
and designed to yield $11,000,000 
net revenue. 


However, the FCC agreed the 


company needs up to §9,800,000 
more revenue 'as a result of a July 
1 wage increase. 


While not specifying exact rates 


in most cases, the FCC did au- 
thorize Western Union to; 


1. Make 15 words instead of 10 


the minimum charge for straight 
telegrams. 


2. Increase the minimum money 


order premium for money orders 
from 15 to 25 cents. This charge 
is in addition to telegram charges. 


3. Make 50 words instead of 25 


the minimum charge for night 
letters, with no change in the 
present 50-word allowance for day 
letters. 


4. Put into effect a new formula 


increasing charges for press dis- 
patches. Under it. the day press 
rate will be one-half the telegram 
rates, and-night press one-fourth 
the telegram rates. Press rates 
now are one-third and one-sixth 
respectively. 


The American Publishers Assoc- 


iation objected to the new formula 
because It would increase press 
rates proportionately more than 
telegram service. The commission 
said, however, that It did not re 
gard the formula as "unreason- 
able."

Eight Killed 
As Bolt Sets 
Off Dynamite 


WONbERVU. COLO. —(AP) — 


Eight men were killed or fatally 
injured and 10 hurt yesterday 
when lightning touched off a dy- 
namite blast at a damsite. Search- 
ern still checked today to see if 
there were other casualties. 


The explosion sent a rain of 


boulders 
and - debris 
smashing 


down on the site of a $12,000,000 
dam project of the city of Denver 
in South Boulder Creek canyon, a 
gash in the front range of the 
Rocky mountains. 


The damsite is about 35 miles 


northwest of Denver and is south- 
west of Boulder, the sito of the 
University of Colorado. 


Between 50 and 60 men were 


working in the area when the 
lightning touched off the dyna- 
mite which was to have been fired 
when the day shift went off duty 
at 5 p.m. (MST). The blast was at 
1:40 p.m. 


Superintendent T. L. McDonald 


of the Macco-Puget Sound com- 
pany, project contractor, said "10 
or 12" cases of dynamite were 
dischatged. The canyon wall rise 
;65 feet above the creek at the 
point of the blast. 


Some of the men were loading 


powder holes drilled on both sides 
of the canyon. Others were in the 
bottom of the chasm cleaning up 
rock from previous blasts. The 
ightning apparently hit both sides 
of the canyon and touched off 
charges about 60 feet above the 
bottom.
